Dear Mr. Evers: 

This is a response to your correspondence received on June 7, 2019, in which you 
requested information pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 1 and the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission’s (Commission) FOIA regulations, 18 C.F.R. 
§ 388.108 (2019). 2 Specifically, your request states as follows: 

All records reflecting communications (including emails, email attachments, 
text messages, calendar invitations, calendar entries, meeting notices, 
meeting agendas, and any handwritten or electronic notes taken during any 
oral communications) between (1) Chairman Neil Chatterjee and/or Deputy 
Director of External Affairs Lindsee Gentry and (2) Senator Mitch 
McConnell, any representative of Senator McConnell, and/or any person 
working in Senator McConnell’s office, including but not limited to any 
person communicating from an email address ending in 
@mcconnell.senate.gov or @teammitch.com. Please provide any responsive 
records from January 20, 2017, through the date the search is conducted. 

An ongoing search of the Commission’s non-public files has identified a large 
number of documents that may be responsive to your request. At this time, Commission 
staff has determined that 10 documents (email communications) may be released with one 
redaction pursuant to FOIA Exemption 6. 


1 5 U.S.C. § 552, as amended by the FOIA Improvement Act of 2016, Pub. L. 
No. 114-185, 130 Stat. 538 (2016). 

2 Hart Wood of American Oversight agreed via email to allow the agency until 
August 6, 2019. 
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Under FOIA Exemption 6, an agency should not disclose “personnel and medical 
files and similar files...the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” The information redacted from an email is a personal cell 
phone number. See Judicial Watch, Inc. v. Bd. of Governors of Fed. Reserve System, 773 
F. Supp. 2d 57, 62 (D.D.C. 2011); see also, Elec. Privacy Info. Ctr. v. Dep't of Homeland 
Sec., 384 F. Supp. 2d 100 (D.D.C. 2005) and Cofield v. City of LaGrange, Ga., 913 F. 
Supp. 608, 616 (D.D.C. 1996). 

Given the volume of information requested and the amount of Commission staff 
time required to process any additional responsive documents, an additional determination 
addressing any remaining documents will follow on a rolling basis. In this regard, we will 
endeavor to provide you with another determination within twenty (20) business days of 
the date of this letter. 3 

Ordinarily, any appeal from a FOIA determination must be filed within 90 days of 
the date of issuance as provided by the Freedom of Information Act and 18 C.F.R. 
§ 388.110(a)(1) ofthe Commission’s regulations. However, because your request is being 
processed on a rolling basis, the Commission will hold your appeal rights in abeyance 
pending a final determination. This will allow you to file a single appeal at the conclusion 
of our processing of your request. 

If you decide to appeal, this appeal must be in writing, addressed to James P. Danly, 
General Counsel, Federal Energy Regulatory Commission, 888 First Street, NE, 
Washington, D.C. 20426, and clearly marked “Freedom of Information Act 
Appeal.” Please include a copy to Charles A. Beamon, Associate General Counsel, 
General and Administrative Law, at the same address. 

You have the right to seek dispute resolution services from the FOIA Public Liaison 
of the agency or the Office of Government Information Services (OGIS). Using OGIS 
services does not affect your right to pursue your appeal. You may contact OGIS by mail 
at Office of Government Information Services, National Archives and Records

Hey Terry, 

Neil is preparing for his speech today at the EBA luncheon so I wanted to go ahead and follow up 
with you here as he will be out of pocket for much of the day. 

For your background, since quorum was restored on August 10, FERC has put out more than 200 
orders and approved 4 major pipeline projects producing 5BCF/day of gas. After open meeting this 
week we'll be about 2/3 of the way through the backlog and on a trajectory to be caught up by end 
of next month. 

The work of staff throughout the building continued during the no-quorum period, and since 
Neil/Powelson have come over restoring the quorum, FERC has been working expeditiously to move 
through the backlog (as cited above). It's been a busy time to say the least but the team is working 
hard and we've made really good progress thus far!
